REMARKS 



Applicants thank the Patent Office for the careful attention accorded this Application and 
respectfully request reconsideration in view of the Amendment above and remarks set forth 
below. 

In response to the Office Action mailed January 8, 2009, Applicants have amended 
Claims 63, 64, 66, 71, 72, 74, 78, 79, 86, 87, 89, 90, 93, 94, 96, 101, 102 and 105in order to 
avoid any basis for rejection under 35 USC Section 1 12. 

Applicants also submit a Supplemental Information Disclosure Statement (SIDS) for 
more fully reconstruct the state of the art at the time the present invention was made. However, 
Applicants firmly believe that this additional prior art does not detract from the present 
invention is claimed. 

The present invention defined by Claims 63-107 is firmly believed to be neither 
anticipated by, nor rendered obvious in view of the prior art of record, and that the present 
application is now in condition for allowance.
